B utler, a 30-year-old M arine re­ 
servist from Boiling Springs, P a., 
said he had developed the electri­ 
cal trouble while on a training 
mission with three other planes.

The railroads indicated t h e y 
would go along w ith the proposal, 
as they have with previous gov­ 
ernm ent suggestions for heading 
off a strike threatened for 12:01 
a m. EDT Thursday. The five un­

give it “every consideration” but 
implied they were opposed. 


The unions have rejected all 
earl e:’ proposals th at arbitration

The President proposed t h a t 
Goldberg, a form er labor secre­ 
tary and one-time union attorney, 
be authorized to decide all issues 
in the complex dispute and m ake 
binding recom m endations for set­ 
tlem ent. according to J. E. Wolfe, 
chief m anagem ent negotiator. 


Goldberg is the new est m em ber 
of the Suprem e Court.
